Hindus is a native born Russian, 
who emigrated to this country at the 
age of 15 and worked for some years 
as a farmhand in New Englatid.

Damaged by Fire 
Another Blast 
Hits Alcohol Plant 


Philadelphia, October 20,—(4)—A 
fresh explosion shook the plant of the 
Publicker Commercial Aleohol com- 


pany today injuring three firemen 
who were watching for an outbreak 
on the fire which yesterday wrecked 
the plant and resulted in the death of 
two men, 

A circular top of a huge still, a 
sheet of half-inch stee] 25 feet in di- 
ameter, was thrown several hundred 
feet in. the air and landed more than 
200 feet away missing three police- 
men by a scant three feet. 

More than $1,000,000 damage was 
caused by yesterday's fire. A series 
of explosions released three quarters 
of a million gallons of alcohol which 
became a roaring mass of liquid flame. 

Francis J. Sears, federal prohibi- 
tion agent stationed at the govern- 
ment supervised plant, and Hugh Duf- 
fy, mechanic, were burned to death 
when a shower of flaming alcohol en- 
veloped them as thexy-w ere trapped in 
a cistern room.

Chief Poole was reticent to discuss 
the admissions of Gallogly, saying he 
did not wish to jeopardize the state's 
chances for convictions.

Chief Poole 
said, and was held back in order that 
the counsel for the boy might 
block movements to use it against him.

“butedt is enough to fully incriminate 
him and béth he and his counsel know 
it.” ae 

The detective head said he sought 
for more than two hours to get Young 
Gallogly to make a written statement 
but the boy refused, having been told 
by his lawyers not to make a state- 
ment.

Chief Poole said. 

Have Enough Facts. 


“We had the boy on the verge of 
telling everything several times but 
on each occasion he suddenly remem- 
bered that he has been ordered by his 
counsel not to talk,” Poole said. ‘Then 
he went back to his refusing again, 
but all in all we have enough bona 
fide statements from him to get a 
conviction before any jury in the 
land.” 

Gallogly was questioned early Sun- 
day morning by Chief Poole, Assistant 
Solicitor-General Ed Stephens and De- 
tective John Lowe, who had been 
handling the case for the police de- 
partment.

The text of his statement, like others 
obtained from state's witnesses, was 
not revealed, but is reported to have 
said that he (Mahoney) met young 
Marsh and Gallogly shortly after the 
shooting of Smith and heard from the 
two boys a confession of the holdup 
and the shooting. The boys told 
young Mahoney only of this one es- 
capade, it is said. 

Young Mahoney’s father brought 
the boy to Chief Poole’s office early 
Monday morning when he learned 
that his son knew of the case and 
was wanted to make a statement. 

“Everyone knows we want to co- 
operate in every way possible,” the 
elder Mahoney told Chief Poole. “If 
my boy is needed to make a state- 
ment or to testify before the grand 
jury I want it known that I will 
have him wherever he is wanted,” 


Sutton Also Appears. 


Young Sutton, to whom Harsh and 
Gallogly appealed for aid on the night 
of the Smith shooting, after Mahoney 
is said to have warned them of the 
danger of Garsh’s wound, also appear- 
ed Monday at the chief’s office to make 
a statement, He is reported to have 
told how the boys came to him at his 
home and asked him, a preliminary 
medical student, to assist in treating 
the wound. This young Sutton is al- 
leged to have refused to do because 
of the apparent seriousness of the in- 
jury. It is believed that upon Sutten's 
refusal to assist, the whole party went 
‘to Wright’s.apartment, where they 
prevailed on the finance man to call 
a physician and lend his good offices 
in obtaining medical care for Harsh's 
wound.
